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MORD Suarrssury obferves, 
B that the Enzglif continued the 
H longeft Savages, and were 
the lareft civiliz’d of any Na- 
tion in Europe; and a Man 
who takes a View of our ma- 
naging Theological and Political 
Difputes, would be tempred 
ro think, that we were Savages fill: for can any 
thing refle& more ftrongly upon che Politenc/s we 
boaft fo much of, than that Gentlemen of Birth 
and Education thould, in National Controverfies, 
thew no Value or Concern for Truth or Decency : 
That inftead of calmly debating what is for or a 
gaint the Good of the State, they fhould run fu 

sioufly into perfonal Altercations ; and draw Cha 

satters, not from the Qvalities of the Pe: fons 
without, but from their own Paffions within ; Cha- 
raters which {pcak aloud indeed the Refenements 
and Malice of the Writer, but hardly exprefs one 
Feature of the Original ; for their way of draw- 
ing is this, they fic down full of deadly Hatred 
againft a particular Perfor, fay fomething of bis 
Circumftances, by which he may be as well known 
as tho’ chey named him, and then colleé& roge- 
ther all the vile chings which a pregnant Invention 
can form, of a warm Imagination can reach, 
witheut any regard to Probability or Decorum; aod 
this they call drawing Chara€ters > This is wri- 
ting Politicks! this is Patriotifm, and Love of 
Country! We may juftly fay with honeft Brates 
of old, Ob Virtue! what art thou? Art thou only 
4 Name? 

How fhocking ‘s it to common Senfe, that thofe 
Men, who, in all their political Difcourfes, have 
not given any Signs, that ever they had the leaft 
Acquaintance with Truth or Honefty, fhould be 
ftill crying out, as the latt Craft/man has it, 
Shamelefs Scriblers! Advocates of Power ! Crea- 
tures of Power! Abandon'd Writers! and Imp'e- 
ments of State! when they know, char the Wri- 
ters for the Government are as fully in the Senti- 
ments of Liberty as any Men in the World. Os- 
BORNE ever argued for any Power in the Prince, 
but what was abfolutely neceflary to guard and 
defend the Perfon and Property of the SubjeF, and 
to fecuve the Government, as loag, and mo longer, 
than the Government fecures our Liberties : There 
isnot a Sentence in all OsBoRNe’s Writings a- 
gainft this; and yet, thefe famele{s Writers are 
continually giving out, that he writes againft 
Liberty. Bur, why fhould we wonder? ‘Tis 
their Intereit to abufe thofe, whom they are not 
able to anfwer. Let ‘em rail on againft us, (‘tis 
all they have for ir,) while we calmly eeafon 
eainft them, and thew the Abfurcicies and Con. 
tradictions which the Badnefs of their Caufe necef- 
farily throw ‘em upon. 

Mr. D’Anvers fays, that he has a Righr of 
examining all Matters of Religion and Government: 
No doubr of it; bravely faid! Butcho’ ke has a 
Right of examining into all Matters of Government, 
(for that’s our Subye& ar prefent) it does nor fol- 
low, that he has a Right to abufe the Government, 
to fay Things of the Government which are fal/e, 
Or to infinuate ill Things which ate not probable. 

But what Mr. D’Anvers fays he mut chiefly 
infift on, isthis, That he hes as much Right to 
veafon upon Suppofition as Mr. OstoRne. Very 
true, in like Cafes; but in the Cafe, or to the Pur. 
pofe for which he lays down this Propofition, I'll 
thew, that he has not the fame Right to veafon 
upon Suppofition. Which will thus appear: Os- 
BoRNE’'s Suppofition was, that one of our Allies 
might infift upon executing the Treaty of Sevize 
in a Manner not confiftent with our real Intereft, 
and mot neceffary to the Execution of the Treaty ; 
and this might poflibly be the Canfe why the 
Treaty of Seville was not yet executed, and not 
the Perfidy or Wickednefs of the Englif Miniftry : 
Or, all the Allies of Seville might agree to wait a 
Year for the Emperor. Thefe Suppofitions of Os- 
BORNE ate in favour of the Government; and at 
the fame time highly probable. But Mr. D'AN 
VERS's Suppofition was, that we were going to 
make a Treaty with the Emperor ; and then an Af 
fertion upon that Suppofition, which was, that we

could not make this Treaty, without being cwilty 
of Perfidy, Infra@ions of Treaties, and Viola: 
tion of Faith, and fo draw down upon our 
felves the Refentment and Vengeance of other 
Nations. Now, this dreadful Charge upon his 
Country Mr. D'AnvERs made upon a meer Sup- 
pofition; when "twas bur barely probable; that 
there was any Treaty on foot; and when "twas 
abfolutely impoffible, to know chat the Treaty was : 
And yet the full Knowledge, chat the Treaty 
was, was abfolurely neceffary in order to be able 
to form a Judgment, whether we were guilty of 
Infrattions of Treaties, or Violations of Faith. So 
that Mr. D'AnveRs afferted, to the Difonour and 
Infamy of the Government, what "twas impoffible 
he fhould know to be true, or have any reafon to 
believe true, and that too upon a meer Suppofi- 
tion, This breaks in upon all the Rules of Equity 
and Morality, which oblige us, mot to fuppofe iit 
of a fingle Perfon, much lefs a Nation, with 
out a Reafon to [upport the Suppofition: And, 
in this Cafe, “iwas impoffible Mr D'Anvers 
fhould have a Reafon, becsufe the Nature of the 
Treaty muft be known, before he could poflibly 
know that we were Violators of our Faith. Reafon 
will sllow us, to argue upon a Suppofition, in favour 
of a fingle Perfon, or a Kingdom, but never 
againft them: 'Tis highly difonourable and unjuft, 
to argue for a Man's being a Vidain and a perfi- 
dious Wvetch, meerly from a general Report: We 
fhould never fupjofe iz, till our Probability for the 
Id very much outweighs the Probability againft 
it; for thie contrary would be b'g with infinite 
MifChief to fingle Perfons , but, as to Governments, 
the Unreafonablenefs of this Pra&tice is greater, 
and rifes higher, becaufe the Happinefs or Mifery 
of Millions, are concern’d in the Good or Ill, 
the Profperity or Adverfity of the State. No 
good Subje&, no wife and boneff Man would pub 
lith true News againft the Good of the State, 
much lefs take Pains and run Hazards, like our 
Patriots, to propagate Falfhoods, and harangue 
07 general Reports, Common News Papers and meer 
Suppofitions againft the Honour and Faith of his 
Country, and againft the real Good of the Com- 
munity. Do thefe Men, who invent political 
Lies againft their Country, and fuppofe the wortt 
things poflible of che Government, without any 
Reafon, imitate the old Romans and Greeks they 
boaft fo much of ? Livy juftly cenfures the Roman 
Conful, who, after the fatal Battle of Canne, 
acknowledged to the Deputies the Lofs they had 
fuftain’d ; for the Effect of this Plain-dealing 
was, that the Allies concluded Rome would never 
be able to raife its Head again, and therefore 
they ought to join with Hannibal: And Plutarch 
tells us of an Athenian, who was cruelly co:tur'd 
for telling a Piece of News pernicious and dijho- 
nourable to the Commonwealth, tho" "twas true. 
But what Greeks and Romans ate our Rnglifh Patriots, 
who will not only eagerly reveal our real Weak. 
oeffes (if we have any) to our Allies, and our 
Enemies too ; but who will invent Falfeeds, and 
fend ‘em all over the Kingdom, and all over 
Europe, 0° purpofe te difgrace the Government 
abroad, and render it contemptible at home ! 

Thus have we fhewn, that Mr. D'Anvers 
has not the fame Right to reafon upon meer Sup- 
pofition and common Report againft bis Country, 
as Mr. Ossoane has to reafon upon probable Sup- 
pofitions for bis Country But Mr. D'ANVERs in 
his Jufification fays, that a Suppsition is not an 
Affertion ; and that according to his poor Appre- 
henfion, there can be no Falfoood where there is no 
Affertion. What a poor Apprebenfion bas Mr. D'An- 
vers got? He begins ro know himfelf ; what 
notorious Trifling, and School-Boy Folly is this ? 
Doth not all the World know, that /uppofing a 
Man a Rogue in Print, and reafoning upon that 
Suppofition, is the very fame Thing, to all In- 
tents and Purpofes, with relation to the Man's 
Charaéter, and what he may fuffer, as tho” “twas 
afferted he was a Rogue. ; 

$o much for Reafoning upon Suppofition. Now 
for fome other Parts of this Craft/man, in which 
he bas fo civilly tried bimfelf: He fays, We bave 





repeated our Acknowledgment (greatly faid!) that a 
j 


Reconciliation at Vienna, is the nrof eligible anc 
the moft defirable Meafure : (how much ere the 
Minifiry obliged to Mr. D’Anvens!) Bet qe 
have at the fame time expreffed our Apprebenfions, 
that it may be attended with very great Difficulties : 
And then they tiumphaarly ask, aif any 
Body fay, that an Accommodation awith the Emperor 
was not more practicable before the Treaty of Seville 
was concluded? Yes; OsBogne will take up the 
Gauntlet, and affiim, thac an Accommodation 
with the Emperor was fo far from being more 
praBicable before that Treaty, that ‘teas rot prac- 
ticable at all, till we had found out a Way to 
divide the Emperor and Spain, and the Treaty of 
Seville eas that iay; fo that th's Treaty was 
the firft Step towards an Accommodeticn ; it was 
abfolutely necef{try and fundamental to all future 
Negotiations. 
This moft eligible and defirable Meafure of uni- 
ting with tke Emperor, could never have been 
obrain’d, had not this Treaty, or fomething. of 
the fame Nature, tho’ it difyufted the Emperor, 
been made. And as great a Paradox as it my 
feem, the only way of agreeing with the Empc= 
ron for the future, was to difpleafe him for the pree 
fent; for while he found bis frengeft Intereft in 
being One ‘with Spain, ail we could fay or offer 
would have fignified nothing ; from whence it 
tollows, that rhe Treaty of Seville which dif- 
fo!v'd this profitable Union, was the only Way to 
come at the Emperor, and, by degrees, as Paf- 
fien fubfided, incline him to do what is really 
moft conducive to his own greateft Lnrereft, and 
the Incereft of she feveral Contending Powers. 
Thus have we fhewn, that an Accommodation 
with the Emperor is attended swith fewer Difficul- 
ties than before the Treaty of Seville. 

We fhali conclude with fome of Mr. D'An- 
VERS'S fmart and pretty Things, Mr. Ossorne, 
fays he, calls upon us with bis wfual Sagacity, to 
frow that the Englith Minifiry governs all Europe, 
and ave the Caufe of all Events, &c. And it was the 
mott proper Thing in the World to fay to you, who 
had athoufand times aflerted, That the Miniftry weve 
the Caufe of all the Calamities and Misfortunes 
in Europe; which they could not be, unlefg 
they managed all Europe: Is it not more reafon- 
able to fuppofe, that the Courts abroad are 
guilty of fome Follies and Blunders, and that they 
have fome particular Interefis to carry on, not 
perfeG ly confi ent with ou s, which mult receffari- 
ly caufe Delays, and create f.me Difficulties? why 
muft we bear all the Blame, unlels we are the foie 
Caufe? This Reafoning every Body fees but Mr. 
D'ANVERs, 

Bur tis Author has fapaeioufly found out ano- 
ther Way to juftify himflf, occafioned by an Ex- 
tra&t of a private Letter from Paris ina late London 
fournal, intimating, that an extracrdinary Council 
was beld at Marli, and that the French bad a De- 
fign to break into Flanders ; upon which he grave- 
ly asks, bow could Mr. OsBORNE or I prove that 
any extraordinary Council was beld at Masli? Ay 
how indeed! but qwhat relation has this Council 
at Marli to Mr. D'Anvers’s Charge upon the 
Government, of being guilty of Perfidy, Infrattions 
of Treaties, and Violatiew of Faith? And what has 
Mr. Ossonwe to do with the News in the Lon- 
don Yournal? Mr. D'ANVERS, very. probably, 
compofes the News in the Country Journal, be» 
caufe he lives by the Country Yournal ; but Mre 
OsBorne lives without compofing News for 
Printers ; for which Reafon he will not allow 
this Infelence of drawing Parallels, and faying 
Mr. Ossorng and I, till Mr. Osnornne is be- 
come a Colle&tor of Scraps for News Papers as 
well as himfelf. F. OSBORNE.

On the 14th 
pait che Grand Seignior, under Pretence of hold- 
ing a General Council, got all the Chief of the 
Rebels into his Palace, and cut them all off, with 
their Servants ; and it is faid about zoo of their 
Followers have been fince ftrangled, to the great 
Joy of the City, tor they were grown fo infolent, 
as to tax Families what Sums they pleafed, and 
even plunder in the Streets: But now every thing 
is reduced io the old Ortoman Rules of Govern- 
ment, which we don’t doubt will be much for the 
Advancement of Trade, and increafe the Con- 
fumption of our Manufaftures. The Turks have 
Thoughts of fending Ambaffadors to England, 
France, and Holland.
